Massachusetts is on the thresh¬ 
old of a system ol' lower compul¬ 
sory atuomobile, personal-liabili¬ 
ty insurance rates for accident- 
free drivers. 

The lower rates will be based 
on driving records established 
over a 12-month period, begin¬ 
ning Sept. 1. Thus the period in¬ 
cludes the coming Labor Day 
weekend. 

C. Eugene Favnam, Sate Com¬ 
missioner of Insurance who an¬ 
nounced the new system, said 
the first rate-reducing action will 


affect rates to be established for 
the year starting Jan. 1, 1966, 
not next year. Rates for 1965 
will be announced shortly. 

The insurance commissioner 
also said that the new system 
would not include property dam¬ 
age, extraterritorial, and guest 
insurance, although in the 1965 
Legislature a measure will be 
filed by the insurance depart¬ 
ment to include such coverage as 
an integral part of the plan. 

Under the new plan accident- 
free drivers will be granted low¬ 
er rates than the -general mini¬ 
mum set by tthe commissioner.

SCHOOL BUS LAW 


With the return to school of 
more than one million Massachu¬ 
setts pupils. Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles James R. Lawton cau¬ 
tioned all motorists to abide by 
the provisions of the “School Bus 
Law.” 

“Each year too many com¬ 
plaints are being received here 
at the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
of vehicles which are not stop¬ 
ping when approaching a School 
Bus from either direction.” 

In 1963 school busses were in¬ 
volved in 99 motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents. Additionally, in 1963, 55 
pedestrians — 11 years and un¬ 
der — were killed in Massachu¬ 
setts. and 3,381 children 14 years 
and under, who were pedestrians 
were injured. 

Under the provisions of the 
School Bus Law, a motorist ap¬ 
proaching a school bus from ei¬ 
ther direction must come to a 
full stop before proceeding. A 
motorist may proceed only when 
the school bus resumes motion, or 
when he is signalled by the bus 
driver to proceed, or when the 
blinker lights on the bus stop 
flashing. The only exception to 
this rule is when the motorist ap¬ 
proaches the school bus from the 
opposite direction on a divided 
highway.

plays a sign bearing the word 
“SCHOOL BUS” on a yellow¬ 
ish-orange background and is 
equipped with front and rear 
blinker lights which are flashing, 
land which is stopped to allow 
passengers to alight or board, is 
deemed a “SCHOOL BUS” for 
purposes of the Massachusetts 
statute. 

“Non-compliance with this law, 
j whether deliberate or otherwise 
creates a dangerous situation to 
school children.” Registrar Law- 
ton said, “and we must take 
steps to see to it that this law 
is rigidly enforced.”

Reimbursement for burial ex¬ 
penses of an eligible deceased 
veteran may be claimed from the 
Veterans Administration any 
time within two years after the 
veteran’s permanent burial or 


service-connected disability com¬ 
pensation from the VA at the 
time of their death or who had 
been retired for disabilities in¬ 
curred in the line of duty. 

The undertaker should claim 
the reimbursement if he has not 
been paid, William F. Connors, 
manager of the Veterans Armin- 
istration regional office pointed 
out, or the party who paid the 
undertaker may claim the reim¬ 
bursement. 

From any VA office or from 
most post offices the undertaker 
may secure an American flag with 
which to drape the veteran's cas¬ 
ket. The flag may be given to the 
next of kin or, if there is no next:
